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FOREST FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 

The year 1959 was fortunate from a forest fire 
standpoint. New Hampshire had the best record in 
the nation. Fewer acres were burned, suppression 
costs were substantially reduced and damage to wood- 
lands held to a minimum. The record resulted from 
a combination of favorable weather conditions, an 
alert warden service and a cooperating public. 

Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturbing 
note. 

58%, or 6 out of every 10 fires in 1959 were caused 
by careless smokers and debris burners. 

10%, or 1 out of every 9 fires was caused by 
children. 

Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent 
minded individuals and failure of parents to properly 
supervise children and keep matches out of their reach, 
annually cause these unnecessary fires which cost large 
sums to extinguish and cause extensive damage. The 
elimination of these three causes of fires would radi- 
cally change this picture. The rules are simple — 

1. Before burning, secure a permit from your 

local forest fire warden - the law requires it. 

2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. 

3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before 

leaving it. 

4. Don’t throw lighted matches, cigars and cigar- 

ettes from moving vehicles - use your ash tray. 

5. Don’t burn at home - Use your town dump and 

save yourself much possible difficulty, both 
personal and financial.

During the school year of 1958-59 the teachers 
in Wakefield School were:

At the close of the year Mrs. Knapp, Mrs. Phillips, 
and Mrs. Hobbs resigned from their respective positions. 


In September of the current year Mrs. Knapp was 
succeeded by Mrs. Helen 8S. Davison, of North Con- 
way, N. H. Mrs. Davison has a B. S. in Education 
from the University of New Hampshire, and has taken 
some graduate work at the University of Maine. She 
has over 20 years teaching experience. At the Union 
School Mrs. Phillips was succeeded by Mrs. Mary 
Waugh of Gilmanton, N. H. Mrs. Waugh holds a 
B. S. in Education, and a Master of Arts degree from 
Boston University. She has several years teaching 
experience. 


In the Union Primary room the position was not 
filled until the third week in October when Mrs. Frances 
A. Eastman of Lovell, Maine was employed. She is 
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a graduate of Farmington Normal School and has 
several years teaching experience. Miss Abbie F. 
Tuttle taught in this room until Mrs. Eastman assumed 
the duties on October 19. 


During the past summer Mrs. Sands and Mrs. 
Chadbourne were enrolled in summer school at the 
University of New Hampshire, and Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
wards at Plattsburg, New York. Mrs. Chadbourne and 
Mr. Edwards are currently taking extension courses. 
Wakefield is most fortunate to have a competent, ex- 
perienced staff of teachers. 


During the year 1958-59 the Wakefield Schools 
enrolled a total of 222 pupils and had an average mem- 
bership of 209.6 which included ten from Brookfield. 
Because of the crowded conditions in several of the 
Sanbornville classrooms and the heavy teaching load 
imposed upon the teachers, the school board notified 
the Brookfield school authorities that their pupils could 
not be accepted in September, 1959. 


The schools opened in September of the current 
year with an enrollment of 205 pupils. As of the date 
of this report the enrollment is 209.

The school health services continue under the 
competent direction of Mrs. Rebecca Sanborn, R. N., 
and have been expanded to include a physician’s ex- 
amination for those pupils participating in strenuous 
sports activities. Wakefield is part of a group of four 
school districts, including Effingham, Freedom, and 
Madison, organized for the joint employment of a 
school nurse who qualifies for the position under the 
certification regulations of the State Department of 
Education. 


MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


At the annual Supervisory Union meeting held in 
May, 1959 the union board members voted that a com- 
mittee should study the feasibility of employing a music 
supervisor to serve the schools of the union. Serving 
on the committee were Mr. Raymond Kennard, Effing- 
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ham; Mrs. Mabel Davis, Freedom; Mrs. Elizabeth 
Brady, Madison; Mr. Harry May, Ossipee; Mrs. Dorothy 
Moody, Tamworth; and Mr. Howard Hobbs, Wakefield. 


This committee reported that the project is en- 
tirely feasible and recommended that each district in- 
clude in its warrant an article with an appropriation 
for the service. The supervisory union board accepted 
the recommendation unanimously. Our schools now 
have no music instruction under the direction of a 
trained supervisor. No provision is made for this 
important aspect of our pupils’ education. These are 
the only schools in the state that do not have a super- 
vised music program. The expense of this program 
will be allocated to the district on the same basis as 
the other supervisory union expenses. I urge all citi- 
zens to support this project. 


The cooperation of the school board, teachers, and 
citizens is sincerely appreciated.

The state’s share of the superintendent’s salary 
for Supervisory Union No. 86 was $3,500.00 The 
shares of the various districts were as follows :—Brook- 
field $105.91; Effingham, $305.27; Freedom, $373.36; 
Madison, $476.15; Middleton, $46.72; Ossipee $1,156.11; 
Tamworth, $912.69; Wakefield $1,073.79. 


The amount of per capita tax paid by each dis- 
trict is as follows:—Brookfield, $40.00; Effingham, 
$150.00; Freedom, $132.00; Madison, $200.00; Mid- 
dleton, $128.00; Ossipee, $536.00; Tamworth, $500.00; 
Wakefield, $476.00. 
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First record of post office available shows that it was 
located in the store of J. W. Garvin & Co. soon after the Civil 
War. Remained there until July 12, 1909 when it was moved 
to the Town Hall and was located there until Oct, 12, 1959, 
when it was moved to the new location and building on 
Meadow St. 


Postmasters for this period of time up to Jan. 14th, 1916 
were Edwin A. Himes and John H. Garvin, Sr., all depending 
on which party was in power. On Jan. 15th, 1916 John A. 
Willey was appointed, and remained in office until June 30th, 
1924, when John Howard Garvin, Jr. was appointed. Mr. 
Garvin completed his work on June 30th, 1936. Our present 
Postmaster, Ralph Edward Brackett was appointed July Ist, 
1936 and has remained in service with the exception of some 
time in the U. S. Army in World War II. 


At one time in the town of Wakefield there were post offices 
at Union, Horn’s Mills, South Wakefield, North Wakefield, 
Province Lake, East Wakefield, Wakefield and Sanbornville. 
Now remaining only Union, East Wakefield, Wakefield and 
Sanbornville. Postmarks previous to March 27th, 1895 showed 
the village as Wolfeboro Junction, after that date as Sanborn- 
ville, N. H.
